Open bids by April 5, 1971
Review bids and awvard contract by May 3, 1971

The discharger is required to file written progress vreports with this
Regional Board pursuant to Section 13267 of the California Water Code within

15 days after each of the dates specified above.

This compliance time schedule is subject to revision in the discretion of
this Regional Board,
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4. If the discharger fails to comply with this schedule, the Executive Officer
is ipstructed to bring a recommendation on the initiation of formal enforce-
ment proceedings to the Regional Board for its consideration.

5. This Regional Board will yeview the alternate bids received by the discharger
and adopt an amendment to this resolution, specifying dates for the completion
of construction and for demonstrating compliance with the requirements of
Resolution No. 70-52.
